The sixth grade Springhill 
Lake Elementary class, which has 
been attending Greenbelt Middle 
School, will be returning to 
Springhill Lake Elementary. Some 
students from Springhill Lake 
apartments who have been bused 
to Oakcrest Elementary will be re- 
turning closer to home — not to 
Springhill Lake Elementary but to 
the newly re-opened Berwyn 
Heights Elementary School. 

Due to redrawn school bound- 
aries, some students from Green- 
belt East who have been attend- 
ing Magnolia Elementary School 
will be transferring to Greenbelt 
Elementary School. But accord- 
ing to Magnolia principal Phyllis 
Gillens, it appears that some 
Greenbelt students will still be 
attending Magnolia. ERHS has 
reduced the number of students 
who may transfer there for spe- 
cial programs, but this will not 
affect Greenbelters, for whom 
ERHS is their community high

In its more than four-hour 
regular meeting of Monday, Au- 
gust 12, the Greenbelt City Coun- 
cil considered many items of 
business. It deferred action on a 
request to support a beer and 
wine alcoholic beverage license 
for the New Deal Café, agreed to 
permit the Greenbelt Volunteer Fire 
Department to run bingo games 
up to three times a week at the 
city-owned firehouse, gave a go- 
ahead to get proposals for an as- 
sessment study of senior citizen 
needs and heard about the town 
of LaPlata’s appreciation for 
Greenbelt’s aid following the de- 
struction caused by a tornado 
there. 

Beer and Wine 

Ray Stevens, president of the 
New Deal Café, and Terri 
Rutledge, its general manager, 
told council that the Café co-op 
board of directors has decided to 
apply to the Board of License 
Commissioners (Liquor Control 
Board) for a license to sell beer 
and wine for consumption in the 
Café. The Café board wants to 
sell a limited variety of wines and 
beers from microbreweries. In a 
letter Rutledge sent to city coun- 


cil, she said that the request is 
based on customer feedback, and 
the co-op’s board expects such a 
license to improve business to a 
degree that the Café could sur- 
vive. She assured council that 
there is no attempt to “convert 
the New Deal Café to a tavern.” 

In response to questions from 
councilmembers, Stevens and 
Rutledge explained that the board 
had acted quickly to get its pa- 
per work in by the September 24 
meeting of the commissioners and 
had not yet met to determine de- 
tails of the change. Councilmem- 
bers expressed concerns about 
the time of day alcohol would be 
available, how excessive con- 
sumption would be handled or 
prevented and who would verify 
age qualifications of patrons for 
alcohol. 

Roberts spoke against the café 
selling beer and wine, saying 
that the specialness of the New 
Deal Café is its family atmo- 
sphere. He thought it sends a 
poor message to children to add 
alcohol to the menu. 

Davis also spoke against hav-

Council Seeks Feedback 
On Goddard Master Plan

The Greenbelt City Council 
burned the midnight oil on Mon- 
day, August 12, wrapping up its 
regular meeting over two hours 
past the goal of 10 p.m. an- 
nounced early in the evening by 
Mayor Judith Davis, the city’s 
hopeful and optimistic leader. 
Much of the council’s time was 
Spent in reviewing city staff’s 
proposals for city recommenda- 
tions on the Goddard Master 
Plan. 

Kristen Ward, of the city’s 
Department of Planning and Com- 
munity Development, briefed 
council on the draft Master Fa- 
cilities Plan and Environmental 
Assessment that had been re- 
ceived from NASA’s Goddard 
Space Flight Center (GSFC) and 


reviewed by city staff. NASA’s 
20-year plan is designed to up- 
grade, remodel and reconfigure 
the campus to facilitate interac- 
tion between its scientists by en- 
couraging pedestrian travel be- 
tween buildings. 

Ward said that staff recom- 
mended sending their report to 
the appropriate personnel at 
NASA GSFC and also to the 
Maryland Department of Plan- 
ning, which is also collecting 
comments on the plan. If 
adopted by NASA, staff recom- 
mendations contained in the re- 
port will enable the City of 
Greenbelt to keep informed of 
NASA’s decisions and implemen-

Pioneer Recalls Childhood

Craig Turner, 66, visited 
the News Review office on a 
hot summer’s day when the 
office was in disarray, with 
the electricity having bit the 
dust and the typists having 
vacated the premises to type 
at their homes in Greenbelt 
East, which still had power. 
He had stopped by to relay 
his memories of a childhood 
growing up in Greenbelt. 

Turner moved to 2-H 
Southway in 1938 with his 
parents Kathryn and Edward 
Turner and his younger 
brother Rice. Ed was a cap- 
tain with the Minutemen and 
after that a private in the 
Army. Turner’s sister Kathy 
was the first delivery for Dr. 
Eisner, whose bailiwick was a 
Ridge Road clinic. However, 
Kathy couldn’t wait to be de- 
livered there, so Eisner made 
a house call to attend her 
birth. 

Catching lizards, turtles 
and snakes was a favorite 
pastime of Turner’s. He used 
to keep them in the front 
yard, as opposed to the back 
yard, where everybody who 
was coming to the house en- 
tered. He kept guinea pigs as 
well, since cats and dogs 
weren’t allowed as pets at 
that time. 

Turner attended Greenbelt 
Center School and Greenbelt 
High School, as at that time 
the high school went from 
seventh through twelfth 
grades. His family moved to 
Leonardtown when he was in 
the seventh grade but moved 
back two years later to 35-G 
Ridge Road. He attended 


Northwestern High School for 
the ninth grade and was in 
the first class to graduate 
from that school. 

Turner’s brother Rice mar- 
ried “Tootsie Bradley” and be- 
came a policeman, serving as 
acting police chief of Prince 
George’s County for two 
years before retiring. He is 
now gravely ill with cancer. 

As Turner reminisced he 
began to recall more of his 
childhood experiences, such 
as going to Greenbelt Lake for 
the 4th of July. He remem- 
bers being called to the el- 
ementary school, now 
Greenbelt Community Center, 
on August 9, 1945 to hear an 
announcement from the stage 
that the war was over. In the 
winter he and his friends 
would lug their sleds down 
behind “that ugly statue” in 
the Center to race down the 
hill. He also recalled his par- 
ents and their friends playing 
cards all night drinking just 
one six-pack of beer. 

He was taken with all the 
large trees in present-day 
Greenbelt, stating that the 
trees were little “twigs” when 
he was little, and also that 
everybody had small hedges. 
He mentioned the names of 
the Taylors, the D’Espositos, 
the Bowmans and _ the 
Schroms as families he knew 
in those early years. 

In 1957 his family moved 
to Riverdale and then to 
Berwyn Heights. During the 
Korean War he moved out to 
Pasadena, Cal. where he still 
resides with his wife Susan.

Free Vision Exam 
Offered by Lions 


The Greenbelt Lions Club has 
a new project of free vision 
screening for children ages 6 
months to 5 years. They will be 
tested for amblyopia, and factors 
that cause amblyopia (strabismus, 
anisometropia, myopia, astigma- 
tism, etc.) Amblyopia, which de- 
velops most rapidly in the early 
years of a child’s life, is most 
easily treatable if addressed by 
the age of 4 years. 

The condition affects 3 per- 
cent to 5 percent of all American 
children; and, if left untreated, 
has the potential to cause vision 
loss in one or both of a child’s 
eyes. Of the 1,387 children 
screened in Lions Club District 
22-C between January and June, 
70 children (5 percent) were re- 
ferred for follow-up attention. 

In the testing process, two 
photographs are taken of the 
child’s eyes. The results are sent 
to Vanderbilt Ophthalmic Imaging 
Center in Nashville, Tenn., for 
reading. All costs for screening 
are paid for by the Lions Club. 
Results are returned to the par- 
ents in a sealed envelope. 

On Saturday, August 31, at 
the Labor Day Festival, the Li- 
ons Club information table in the 
midway will have information for 
parents, grandparents, and others 
about having their children 
screened. Parental permission 
slips are mandatory before test- 
ing. The first screening is sched- 
uled for October 2. Help 
Greenbelt Lions ensure the gift of 
sight for children.

A 
group of 
Greenbelters,

of the disease and the importance 
of early detection and also to 
raise funds for Y-ME of the Na- 
tional Capital Area. 

Bike4BreastCancer’s Greenbelt 
Pink Ribbon Ride will kick off at 
the Youth Center on Saturday, 
September 21. Bill Clarke, chair- 
man of the Greenbelt Bicycle 
Coalition, has mapped out routes 
that will allow cyclists to ride 10 
miles, 25 miles or 50 miles in and 
around Greenbelt. In addition to 
scenic routes covering Beltsville 
Agricultural Research Center, the 
Patuxent Wildlife Research Center 
and Goddard Space Flight Center, 
there will also be a two-mile route 
around Greenbelt Lake for fami- 
lies and those who wish to show 
their support but prefer a shorter 
ride. 

Mayor Judith Davis, honorary 
chairperson of the event, is a 12- 
year breast cancer survivor.

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Doctors Hospital 
Has Blood Drive 


Doctors Community Hospital, 
in partnership with the American 
Red Cross, will hold its third 
blood drive this year on Tuesday, 
August 27 on the hospital’s cam- 
pus from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. 

A three-day blood supply is 
the minimum inventory level re- 
quired for this region. The re- 
gion currently has less than half 
a day supply of types O nega- 
tive and B negative blood. 
Weather conditions across the 
country have affected the ability 
to receive blood imported from 
other Red Cross regions. 

Hospital patients throughout 
the community require blood 
daily. Each unit of blood can 
save up to three lives. The com- 
munity supply is perishable and 
must be replenished daily. More 
than 1,100 units of blood must be 
collected each day to meet pa- 
tient needs in the community. 
The Red Cross states that only 5 
percent of the eligible population 
donates blood. Donors are able 
to give blood every 56 days or 
about six times a year, yet most 
people give only once per year. 
Once is not enough. Donors are 
asked to give at least three times 
per year. 

It only takes 20 minutes to 
donate and people will receive a 
free T-shirt after donating. There 
are also plenty of goodies and 
giveaways.

August Is National 
Immunization Month 


A recent study measuring the 
public’s protection against teta- 
nus and diphtheria illustrates why 
it is important to keep immuniza- 
tions up-to-date. According to 
the study, 91 percent of Ameri- 
cans between the ages of six to 
11 years had protective levels of 
both the tetanus and diphtheria 
antibodies, which can be attrib- 
uted to strong school vaccination 
requirements for young children. 
However, the study also showed 
what happens when people let a 
Td booster lapse. The proportion 
of protective levels decreased to 
47 percent among persons 20 
years of age or older. 

Every August the National 
Federation for Infectious Disease 
(NFID) helps sponsor National 
Immunization Awareness Month 
to increase understanding about 
immunization across the lifespan 
as parents and children prepare 
to return to school, and the medi- 
cal community begins preparing 
for the annual flu season. For 
more information about immuniza- 
tions required for children and 
adults, consumers should consult 
their physicians or contact their 
local public health department.

without the sixth grade, her 
school will now be at capacity, 
not over capacity. 

Registration 

The need for new students to 
bring all of the necessary paper- 
work to register for school was 
emphasized by Austin. This ap- 
plies to new students and trans- 
ferring students at all age levels. 
Students must have six specific 
documents with them when regis- 
tering. These include birth cer- 
tificate, immunization record, 
child’s social security number, 
proof of residency, name and ad- 
dress of previous school, and the 
child’s last report card. Immuni- 
zations needed include diphtheria, 
tetanus, pertussis, poliomyelitis, 
measles (rubeola) and rubella 
(German measles). 

Proof of residency in Prince 
George’s County could include a 
deed or an apartment rental contract. 
Austin emphasized the importance 
of the last report card as the 
courses taken and grades received 
can help place the child quickly in 
the appropriate classroom. 

Attendance 

State law requires school atten- 
dance for every child between the 
ages of five and 16. All children 
in the state of Maryland are re- 
quired to attend kindergarten or 
an alternative program. A law was 
passed several years ago that 
lowered the age of compulsory 
school attendance to five years of 
age; it affects all children who will 
be five by December 31, 2002. It 
requires that children attend kin- 
dergarten before entering first 
grade. The law permits some ex- 
emptions. Five-year-olds may be 
enrolled in a child care center or 
Head Start or homeschool program. 
When appropriate, a child may be 
granted a one-year level-of-matu- 
rity waiver. 

A parent or guardian of a child 
who attended an alternative pro- 
gram must register the child for 
first grade prior to the opening of 
school of the school year in 
which the child becomes six years 
old and must provide documenta- 
tion showing proof of attendance 
in the alternate setting. Documen- 
tation includes the date the child 
was enrolled and the number of 
days the child was absent. 

A six-year-old child who 
moves into Maryland who has 
not had a kindergarten experience 
may be enrolled in kindergarten 
or first grade. The local school 
system will determine the appro- 
priate grade placement. New this 
year, preschoolers must be four 
by November 30, 2002, and not 
December 31. 

Lunch Prices 

At the present time, lunch and 
breakfast prices will remain the 
same as for the last several years. 
Elementary school children’s 
lunch will be $1.75. Lunch for 
middle and high schoolers will be 
$1.85. Reduced price lunches will 
be 40 cents for all grades. Adult 
lunches will be $2.50, excluding a 
beverage. Breakfast in elemen- 
tary schools will be $1.10; re- 
duced price breakfasts, 30 cents. 
Middle and high school break- 
fasts will be $1.25. Adult break- 
fasts will be $1.50. Milk prices 
will stay the same - 40 cents. 

Children will be bringing home 
information about free or reduced 
cost lunches close to the first 
day of school. A report of new 
income requirements is in the 
News Review's August 15 issue. 
For example a child in a house- 
hold of two would be eligible for 
a free lunch if the household an- 
nual income is below $15,522. 


Extracurricular Activities 

High school students need to 
have a 2.0 or better quarterly 
grade point average in order to 
participate in extra-curricular 
sports or activities. 

Expulsion Policy 

Strict standards will continue 
to be upheld for drug, alcohol and 
weapons (including knives) abuse. 
Students need to be aware that 
none of these may be brought to 
school at any time and that expul- 
sion will result should the rule be 
broken. According to the Code of 
Student Conduct, students will be 
expelled for the first offense in- 
volving the use of or possession 
of weapons. 

For incidents involving drugs 
or alcohol, the students will be 
expelled for the first offense in- 
volving distribution and the sec- 
ond offense involving posses- 
sion. Most of these students are 
not eligible for re-admission to 
the Prince George’s County 
school until the following fall se- 
mester. They must also present 
documentation of satisfactory 
participation in the alcohol/drug 
treatment program. Should a 
child bring a loaded weapon to 
school, the parent will be pros- 
ecuted under state law. 

Medication 

The Department of Health and 
Human Services within Prince 
George’s County Public Schools, 
acting on a recommendation from 
the state of Maryland, changed 
school policy several years ago 
regarding the dispensing of pre- 
scription and non-prescription 
medicine to students. 

No medicines will be given to 
students without a physician’s 
medication authorization form PS- 
51 or PSSI-EPIPEN. Forms are 
available at all schools. All medi- 
cations will be kept in the health 
room and not taken to the child’s 
classroom. 

Parents are asked to inform 
the school principal, health ser- 
vices staff and the classroom 
teacher of any known allergy or 
serious health problem their 
child(ren) may have. Every effort 
will be made to protect all stu- 
dents from injury and to provide 
a healthful environment. 

Students will be transported 
by ambulance to the nearest 
medical facility should they re- 
quire emergency treatment that 
cannot be provided at the school 
site. Parents will be notified as 
soon as possible. 

Websites 

Most schools in Greenbelt 
have a website. Some are more 
detailed than others and, as of 
mid-August, not all had been up- 
dated to reflect the new school 
year. The site for Greenbelt 
Middle School is still under con- 
struction. The Prince George’s 
County School system has an 
elaborate website containing gen- 
eral information about the school 
system as well as detailed informa- 
tion on bus schedules, policy 1is- 
sues, future plans, school board 
meetings and agendas, and infor- 
mation about individual schools in 
the system. The most popular 
site at the county level is a listing 
of lunch menus for an entire 
month. Students, parents, and 
community members are encour- 
aged to access these websites. 
Greenbelters without children in 
school may even want to learn 
more about the school system, its 
philosophy and activities. One 
particularly useful service available 
to parents is an email notification 
that is issued if schools close 
early for any reason.

Bus Schedules 


Since school bus schedules 
have been computerized, the 
school system was unable to pro- 
vide Greenbelt bus schedules to 
the News Review. 

Bus information letters have 
gone to all parents including 
those who will not have bus ser- 
vice. Elementary school students 
are considered “walkers” if they 
live within 1.5 miles of school; 
the radius for middle school and 
high school students is two 
miles. For more information call 
the school system’s Department 
of Transportation at 301-952-6570. 


County Dress Code 


Springhill Lake Elementary 
School is the only public school 
in Greenbelt with a voluntary uni- 
form system. For other schools, 
the following dress code was ini- 
tiated over five years ago. 

Headdress can be worn in- 
doors for religious or health rea- 
sons only. 

Shirts and blouses should be 
continuous from neckline to waist. 
The entire mid-section should not 
show. There can be no tank 
tops or muscle shirts; no clothing 
with vulgar language, obscene 
pictures, weapons, drug/alcohol 
or drug paraphernalia or tobacco 
products; and no see-through 
clothing. 

Skirts, dresses, shorts and 
spandex skirts should be approxi- 
mately six inches below the but- 
tocks, or not shorter than finger- 
tip level. 

Pants should be secured at 
waist — no sagging below waist 
to expose undergarments. 

Tights, stretch pants, leggings 
and spandex body suits must be 
wor with clothing long enough 
to cover buttocks. 

Shoes must be worn. 


Schools to Close 
For Three Days 


Prince George’s public schools 
will be closed three days within 
the first few weeks of school. 
They will be closed September 2 
for Labor Day, September 10 for 
the primary elections and Septem- 
ber 16 for Yom Kippur.

Gets NAEYC Accreditation 


Greenbelt Nursery School has 
been accredited by the National 
Association for the Education of 
Young Children (NAEYC). “Ac- 
creditation serves to recognize 
the quality that the school is 
committed to providing,” stated 
Pat Schreiber, director of the 
school. Greenbelt Nursery 
School is one of 12 accredited 
programs in Prince George’s 
County. As of June 1 this recog- 
nition had been achieved by only 
seven percent of early childhood 
programs nationwide. 

NAEYC accreditation is a rig- 
orous, voluntary process by 
which early childhood programs 
demonstrate that they meet na- 
tional standards of excellence. 
Approximately 10,000 programs 
are seeking accreditation. Pro- 
grams seeking accreditation un- 
dergo an intensive self-study, col- 
lecting information from parents, 
teachers, administrators and 
classroom observations. They 
receive an on-site visit, con- 
ducted by early childhood pro- 
fessionals especially trained by 
NAEYC, to validate their self- 
study results. A team of national 
experts independently reviews all 
of this information to determine if 
the program meets accreditation 
criteria. When awarded, accredi- 
tation is valid for three years. 

The process considers all as- 
pects of a program including 
health and safety, staff to student 
ratios, staff qualifications and 
physical environment. The great- 
est emphasis is on the children’s 
relationships with the staff and 
how the program helps each 


child grow and learn intellectually, 
physically, socially and emotion- 
ally. 

According to Barbara Willer of 
NAEYC research supports the 
value of accreditation for chil- 
dren. Children’s language and 
social skills especially benefit 
from the better quality found in 
NAEYC-accredited programs. 
“These are critical areas for 
children’s success in school as 
well as in life,” said Willer. 

NAEYC accreditation began in 
1985, with the first program ac- 
credited in 1986. NAEYC is the 
nation’s oldest and largest orga- 
nization of early childhood pro- 
fessionals dedicated to the im- 
provement of early childhood 
education. 

Greenbelt Nursery School is 
located at 15 Crescent Road in 
the Community Center. A parent 
co-op founded in 1941, the 
school offers nursery school 
classes for children ages two, 
three and four as well as ex- 
tended day programs for children 
ages three and four. 

Greenbelt Nursery School will 
now proudly display the NAEYC 
torch — the sign of NAEYC ac- 
creditation. Parents who look for 
the torch when choosing early 
education programs or child care 
for their children will find pro- 
grams committed to excellence. 

Greenbelt Nursery School is 
accepting applications for Sep- 
tember 2002. The child to staff 
ratio is 6:1.

ing the café turned into a “bar” 
or “pub,” but had no objections 
to the license if the café other- 
wise remains as it currently is. 
Putens was in favor of the li- 
cense, but asked that council’s 
concerns be addressed by the 
café board by or at council’s 
September 9 meeting and that 
any action by council be deferred 
until that time when more infor- 
mation is available. 

After discussion, Putens' mo- 
tion to this effect was adopted 
four to one, with Roberts voting 
against it. Roberts said he did 
not want to talk about the li- 
cense again, period. 

Bingo 

Jay Remenick, President of the 
Greenbelt Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment & Rescue Squad, asked 
council to approve amending the 
fire station’s lease in order to 
permit two additional daytime 
bingo games each week. Cur- 
rently there is one bingo game 
per week at the station and an- 
other at the Elk’s Club in 
Riverdale. County law allows 
three games a week at the same 
site. Remenick explained that 
with cutbacks in funding and ser- 
vices from the county, the depart- 
ment has retained a fund-raising 
consultant and would like to act 
on an existing opportunity to ob- 
tain the two additional bingo 
games. The once-a-week game in 
place at the station at this time is 
profitable and has helped the de- 
partment procure necessary 
goods and services. 

In response to concerns ex- 
pressed by White, Remenick said 
that there have been no problems 
in the time the current weekly 
game has been held. He said the 
game draws a crowd of about 100 
people each week, mostly 
Greenbelt citizens, he thinks. 
Days the additional games will be 
held have not been determined, 
and Davis asked that they not 
conflict with current activities for 
senior citizens, such as the 
Golden Age Club. 

Council approved the change 
and asked City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin to draw up a new 
lease in a timely way. 

Assistance-in-Living 

City staff submitted for 
council’s approval a draft request 
for proposals (RFP) to conduct 
an assessment of the needs of 
the city’s elderly citizens for as- 
sistance in living. Using a grant 
from NORC (Naturally Occurring 
Retirement Communities), a firm or 
individual will be retained to con- 
duct an assessment survey to 
determine the needs of Greenbelt 
citizens for assistance in living. 

Results of the survey will be 
used to design and provide pro- 
grams and services for the city’s 
senior citizens requiring assis- 
tance in various activities of daily 
living. A survey of this type was 
recommended by the city’s As- 
sisted Living Task Force. The 
draft request for proposals has 
already incorporated changes rec- 
ommended upon review by 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI), the 
Friends of the Resource Advo- 
cate, and the Senior Citizen Advi- 
sory Committee. 

Council approved the draft 
RFP, with minor changes, unani- 
mously. The RFP will be sent to 
potential vendors on a list sub- 
mitted to council along with the 
draft RFP and will be advertised 
locally as well. Staff estimates 
that responses to the RFP will be 
received by early September and 
that the assessment will be con- 
ducted in the fall.

Davis rode in LaPlata’s July 28 
parade held to show appreciation 
to those citizens who had helped 
them in cleaning up and recover- 
ing from the tornado last spring. 
Will Smith, from the Greenbelt De- 
partment of Public Works, ac- 
cepted the plaque presented to 
Greenbelt, along with a commemo- 
rative cap and a Greenbelt watch. 

Davis commended the clean- 
up coordinators for their organi- 
zation. She said the whole pro- 
cess was a good example of what 
cities can do when working to- 
gether. She added that LaPlata is 
still rebuilding, but she was im- 
pressed with the spirit exuded by 
its citizens. “It was wonderful to 
see,” she said. 

Limo Parking Lot 

McLaughlin reported to coun- 
cil that, after the mayor brought 
the condition of the old BWI 
Limo parking lot to his attention, 
he had contacted the Maryland 
Department of Transportation 
(MDOT) regarding the lack of 
maintenance there. The land- 
scaping needed attention, he 
said, and there were a number of 
MDOT trucks and abandoned ve- 
hicles there, even though the lot 
had been closed since September 
11 because of its proximity to the 
armory. 

MDOT responded promptly, he 
said, and the lot was already 
showing improvement and had 
been re-opened to commuter park- 
ing. McLaughlin told council- 
members they would be getting a 
copy of a letter of appreciation 
that he was sending to MDOT 
for their efficient correction of 
this problem. 

Removal of Hoops 

Sheldon Goldberg, chair of the 
Greenbelt East Advisory Commit- 
tee (GEAC), petitioned council to 
remove the basketball hoops at 
the Mandan ballfields because of 
the number of incidents occurring 
there. He said fights, robberies 
and litter are among the problems 
that prompted GEAC to make the 
request. Council agreed to refer 
the request to the Community 
Relations Advisory Board and the 
Recreation Department for review. 

Electronic Recycling 

Davis said the city’s electronic 
recycling collected 2,700 pounds 
of electronic equipment in April 
and 4,071 pounds in July — the 
the largest yet.

tation of the plan. 

The city staff’s report recom- 
mended that NASA should ad- 
vise Greenbelt of any revisions to 
the facilities master plan that 
would significantly impact the 
community. Mitigation of wet- 
lands and reforestation should 
occur on-site and NASA should 
not seek wetland banking or off- 
site mitigation. The city should 
also receive a copy of the mitiga- 
tion plan when it is developed. 
The staff also recommended that 
NASA should develop a plan to 
actively reforest sites where 
buildings are to be demolished. 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
asked that the city’s recommenda- 
tions include a request for clarifi- 
cation about which areas of pro- 
posed demolition will be refor- 
ested, and which will not. He 
suggested that the reforestation 
sites be as large and contiguous 
as possible, since small, frag- 
mented forests do not equate to 
the larger treed areas that will be 
destroyed. He also asked that 
the city continue to pursue the 
annexation of 80 acres of wood- 
land that form a buffer area be- 
tween NASA and the city. Davis 
said she would like to continue 
this effort, but did not want to 
attach it to the city’s comments 
on the master plan. 

Road Relocation 

Soil Conservation Service Road 
will be reconfigured to “create a 
consolidated, more secure campus 
by eliminating public access to 
the road within the NASA cam- 
pus, while still serving the needs 
of the public to travel through 
the area,” according to the staff 
report. When a decision has 
been made on the relocation of 
the road, Greenbelt should re- 
ceive a copy of the route survey. 
There was much discussion 
about the relocation of this road. 
Roberts was “totally opposed” to

the eastern route now favored by 
NASA. He said that NASA was 
trying to route traffic off its cam- 
pus by passing it through BARC 
(Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center). He pointed out that the 
city had gone to “extreme mea- 
sures” to prevent the extension 
of Kenilworth Avenue through 
BARC. He asked that the new 
road be closed in evenings and 
weekends for recreational pur- 
poses, as Research Road is. 
Ward said there are people living 
on BARC property who may be 
adversely affected by such clo- 
sure. Roberts could not garner 
sufficient support for this idea to 
have it included in the modified 
recommendations. Later Council- 
member Thomas White asked that 
NASA further explore using the 
existing route of the road as an 
option. Davis and Councilmem- 
ber Edward Putens disagreed with 
this because they thought 
NASA’s plans have gone too far 
at this point. However, White, 
Roberts and Councilmember Alan 
Turnbull supported it, so it will 
be included in the modified rec- 
ommendations. The staff report 
included the recommendation that 
NASA submit their chosen route 
for realigning Soil Conservation 
Road to the city for review when 
a firm decision has been made. 
Traffic Management 

The city also requests that 
NASA provide a definitive 
scheme for traffic management im- 
provements designed to mitigate 
congestion that may be increased 
by changes brought about by the 
plan. Staff recommends that the 
city should not support the facili- 
ties master plan if it appears that 
congestion would become unac- 
ceptable. NASA should also 
work with city and county offi- 
cials to establish improved transit 
connections to GSFC, and NASA 
should involve the city in decid-

ing transportation options, such 
as HOV lanes. Turnbull said he 
was glad to see that NASA 
would attempt to reduce the 
number of vehicles commuting to 
GSFC. He asked Ward if there 
were any dates for implementing 
the reductions and she said there 
were not. Turnbull asked that 
they give a time frame for this. 
White noted the great impact this 
would have on the area’s air qual- 
ity. 

Davis expressed concerns 
about the partnering and out- 
reach zone where NASA plans 
for a limited number of its con- 
tractors to be located. Davis 
thinks this concept is too “nebu- 
lous” because the number of ven- 
dors to be located in this zone 
may increase over time drawing 
from the city’s offices and busi- 
nesses. This could result in a 
loss of tax base for the city. She 
wants Greenbelt to share in deci- 
sions on this part of the plan. 
Turnbull suggested that NASA 
commit to the reverse of a tax- 
free zone. He said it would show 
good faith on their part to dem- 
onstrate they would not be luring 
prime corporate members of the 
community to NASA property. 
Putens suggested a separate 
memo about this part of the plan 
be sent to county officials with 
copies to state delegates and 
other appropriate parties. 

After considerable discussion, 
council gave approval to sending 
the staff report to NASA. Sup- 
ported modifications will be made 
first.

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Candidates on Slate Express Their Views

Declaring their slate a “good 
match with Greenbelt” Senator 
Paul Pinsky, Delegates Anne 
Healey and Tawanna Gaines, and 
candidate David Merkowitz spoke 
at a candidates gathering held 
August 14, at Greenbriar Condo- 
minums and open to the public. 
Hosted by Democratic Central 
Committee candidates Pat Unger 
and Kurt Walter, who are also 
members of the slate, the event 
gave the candidates for the state 
legislature on the democratic 
slate in the 22nd district primary 
election a chance to describe 
their goals and interests and to 
take questions from the audience 
which grew through the evening 
to about 75. In response to a 
question on whether they favored 
the proposed development at the 
Greenbelt Metro station, the can- 
didates said that were not up on 
the specifics of that proposal and 
needed more time to study the 
details. Later, all said they fa- 
vored appropriate development in 
general, declared they were 
against vouchers, generally op- 
posed to slots, and endorsed 
Rushern Baker for election as the 
next county executive. 

Pinsky 

Senator Paul Pinsky spoke 
first. Speaking about the redis- 
tricting that drew Greenbelt out 
of the 23rd and into the 22nd 
district, he said that change can 
sometimes be hard. He said that 
he is pleased to serve Greenbelt, 
that he knows Greenbelt and that 
he supports many of the tradi- 
tional movements, such as em- 
powering people, which have 
their roots in Greenbelt. He 
spoke about his key concerns — 
health care, the environment, a 
living wage and development. 
He said that his efforts to bring 
about universal health coverage 
had not made him “the poster 
child” for the insurance industry. 
In Maryland 600,000 lack health 
insurance and most of those 
without health insurance are 
working people, he said. Pinsky 
said he has been working for “af- 
fordable, quality health care for 
all” for 15 years. Turning to the 
environment he spoke of protect- 
ing green space, controlling de- 
velopment and of the need for 
smart growth, the initiative to 
concentrate growth around exist- 
ing services or in areas needing 
revitalization rather than opening 
new communities or open space 
to development. He’s in favor 
of better mass transportation, in- 
cluding the purple Metro line, the 
proposed east-west connector. 
He is a strong advocate of a 
living wage for employees, which 
he said had been adopted in Bal- 
timore City and Montgomery 
County without the adverse ef- 
fects on small business that op- 
ponents had predicted. Finally 
he said that he knows and appre- 
ciates the community spirit in 
Greenbelt. He wants not “a band- 
aid, but a vision” for Prince 
George’s County. 

Healey 

Declaring schools in Prince 
Georges County as one of her 
greatest interests, Delegate Anne 
Healey said that “she had a lot 
to do with the new Northwestern 
High School.” From her position 
as chair of the Ways and Means 
Committee, she was heavily in- 
volved in developing policies for 
dealing with education, taxes and 
the lottery. She emphasized that 
Prince George’s County has the 


largest population of students 
with the greatest need. She’s 
happy that Greenbelt is part of 
the 22nd district and says that 
she’s found a community of in- 
terest with Greenbelt not only 
from her current work in the leg- 
islature but dating back to her 
service as a member of the 
Hyattsville City Council. 
Gaines 
Tawanna Gaines, former mayor 
of Berwyn Heights and current 
State delegate, calls municipal is- 
sues her forte. She said that she 
had worked closely’ with 
Greenbelt and Greenbelt’s Mayor 
Judith Davis on issues involving 
the four cities: New Carrollton, 
College Park, Greenbelt and 
Berwyn Heights. All now within 
the 22nd district, this coalition 
was formed to enable the cities to 
work together on issues of mu- 
tual concern and to enhance and 
leverage their power and effec- 
tiveness. She has been active in 
addressing the issue of tax re- 
turns to municipalities through 
the county tax differential. 
Gaines believes in team work — 
with all the cities and towns in 
the district — and mentions home 
owners’ associations as another 
logical group to form alliances. 
Merkowitz 
Echoing many of the prin- 
ciples and goals of the other 
members of this democratic slate, 
David Merkowitz candidate for 
delegate from the 22nd district 
focused on his background in 
education, legislation, government 
and policies. He served as presi- 
dent of the PTSA at Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School, said his 
children had received a first class 
education in Prince George’s 
schools and wants the same for 
all children. He said he’s new to 
running for elective office but not 
new to politics and expects to be 
an active and effective legislator 
“from day one.” 
Questions 
The first question from the 
audience concerned the candi- 
dates’ views on vouchers, charter 
schools and public money for pri- 
vate schools. All of the candi- 
dates said that they opposed 
vouchers and public monies di- 
rected to private schools. Anne 
Healey and Tawanna Gaines said 
that they had an open mind to 
charter schools, if they could be 
established without diverting re- 
sources from public schools. 
Healey suggested that federal 
funds might be available in cer- 
tain instances for charter schools. 
Overcrowding was a concern 
of another in the audience. 
Merkowitz addressed this ques- 
tion saying that success in deal- 
ing with this issue had been un- 
even. New construction is re- 
quired to deal with overcrowding 
and pointed to the newly reno- 
vated old school re-opening this 
fall in Berwyn Heights. He said 
the problem isn’t going to get 
better and predicted in the next 
10 to 15 years there will be a sig- 
nificant increase in the number of 
students. Pinsky pointed to 
matching funds which could be 
used for new construction and to 
the fact that Montgomery County 
received more from the state than 
Prince George’s County. He 
blamed TRIM, the county’s cap 
on its ability to tax. 
Gambling 
Gambling was the next issue 
raised by the audience — with a 
series of related questions on slot 
machines. Pinsky, Gaines and 
Berkowitz were against bringing 


slot machines to the county at 
the race track or other locations. 
Healey is not opposed to slot 
machines in principle, if they 
could be operated with “every 
possible safeguard” to make sure 
they are operated honestly. This 
elicited some laughter from sev- 
eral audience members but also 
another question about states 
which allow slot machines and 
whether those states had seen an 
increase in crime. Healey said 
that results were mixed. Some 
states had done a good job in 
putting controls in place and 
others had experienced some 
problems. Another question con- 
cerned whether a state referen- 
dum could be held to determine 
public opinion. Pinsky said that 
initiative referendums were not 
permitted in Maryland but that 
election dialogue was a good in- 
dication of citizen opinion. 

A number of people wanted to 
know about development — why 
there were not more and better 
services and stores in this 
county and how development can 
be managed to protect environ- 
mentally-sensitive areas and be 
responsive to citizen concerns. 
All of the candidates spoke in 
support of planned and managed 
development. Pinsky thought 
that the issues of taxes, schools 
and development were related. 
He advocated raising wages to 
increase income, taxing appropri- 
ately to raise revenues and im- 
proving education as the way to 
getting more businesses to want 
to locate here. He said one 1m- 
pediment to development was a 
perception that schools are not as 
good in this county as in others 
in the Washington area. While 
the group wasn’t prepared to talk 


specifically about the Greenbelt 
Metro station development, they 
did go on record as being in fa- 
vor of mixed development, 
planned with citizen input, and 
designed to upgrade the types of 
services and products currently 
available. Gaines, from her previ- 
ous involvement in this issue as 
the former mayor of Berwyn 
Heights, expressed concern as to 
the impact of the proposed devel- 
opment on Berwyn Heights. 

No other candidates for state 
senator or delegate were present 
at this forum but others are in the 
race. Greenbelt’s former Mayor 
Richard Pilski is running for Sena- 
tor and Greenbelt resident Justin 
Ross for the House of Delegates. 
Other Democratic delegate candi- 
dates include Michael Wein and 
John Shields.

Electronic Recycling 


Is a Huge Success

Over 4000 
pounds of old 
or unwanted 
computers and 
other electronic 
items were col- 
lected on July 
27, said Cindy Murray of the 
Greenbelt Public Works Depart- 
ment. The July collection far ex- 
ceeded those of prior months. 

The program began in April, 
2001, and takes place every three 
months. The drop-off points al- 
ternate between the Public Works 
yard and Schrom Hills Park. 

The items are picked up at no 
charge to the city by Computer 
Donation Management, Inc. 
(CDM) and taken to Baltimore 
where they are evaluated. Items 
in good condition are reformatted 
and sold or donated (without op- 
erating systems). About half of 
those reformatted are sold and 
half donated to charities such as 
Ronald McDonald House, Good- 
will industries and inner-city 
school systems. All useable 
Apple computers are donated to 
Baltimore County schools. On 
average, about 40% of items 
turned in can be reformatted. 

The rest are dismantled to sal- 
vage usable electronic compo- 
nents and small amounts of cop- 
per, silver, gold and platinum as 
well as glass. The dismantling 1s 
done by subcontractors using 
mostly mentally disabled workers. 
They use only hand tools and 
they do not work with hazardous 
materials. According to Michael 
Fannon of CDM they follow all 
regulations and guidelines set by 
the federal, state and local regu- 
latory agencies. 

CDM does not accept televi- 
sions or large stereo units. 
These, says Murray, still end up 
in the land fill. 





State Senate 


There can be 
no doubt about it 
— we are in a 
drought. The 
signs of stress on 
plants are every- 
where: leaves drop- 
ping in the yard in 
numbers not usu- 
ally seen until early 
autumn, some 
leaves turning 
color on many trees and leaves 
wilting. 

Gardeners can take steps in 
their garden to cope with the 
drought. The first step is a real- 
istic attitude. There is no telling 
how long the drought will last. 
It is not a matter of a few rain- 
storms, though they would mean 
the gardener has to water less 
for a day or so. The amount of 
water in the ground is reduced 
and is going to take awhile to re- 
plenish. Think in terms of less 
water from nature; you need to 
do more watering. How and 
where to water are the questions 
to bear in mind. 

Water in a conserving and 
prudent manner. Avoid watering 
during the heat of the day. Wa- 
tering during the cooler parts of 
the day maximizes the amount of 
water that gets to the plant. 
Evening watering is less prefer- 
able than morning, because mois- 
ture can linger on leaves and can 
lead to fungal disease. 

Direct watering is preferable to 
sprinklers, because water is lost 
due to evaporation when water 
is sprayed or sprinkled. People 
with in-ground watering systems 
or soaker hoses have the best 
watering systems. 

Hand watering by aiming di- 
rectly at the base of the plant is 
also good. That way the water

goes directly down 
to the plant roots. 
A good method for 
watering shrubs 
and trees is to 
place the hose at 
the base of the 
plant and put the 
water on a very 
slow drip. This will 
allow the plant to 
really soak up the 


water. 


Hard Choices 

There is an issue that has to 
be faced in a time of drought. 
And that is possible loss of all 
or part of the garden. This is a 
hard, hard thing for a gardener to 
face because the gardener loves 
the plants and the quiet space 
that is the garden. But the 
bounty of nature is ever uncer- 
tain and so we garden for a time 
only. 

Give serious thought to the 
fact that the drought could con- 
tinue for months. Consider what 
can be saved and what must be 
let go. Planning now can maxi- 
mize the possibility of saving 
some. Water with the intention 
of keeping certain plants and let 
others take care of themselves. I 
personally would try to save 
what is costly, hard work, or im- 
possible to replace. For example, 
by the latter I mean plants that 
have sentimental value. 

The good news is that some 
plants are very hardy and will 
survive. Brown grass looks aw- 
ful, but grass does that in hot 
dry weather. It can come back in 
cooler, moister weather. Flower- 
ing bulbs, like daffodils, will just 
wait out the dry weather. Plants 
with thickened roots or tubers, 
like daylily and iris, also have a 
good chance of survival.

Candidates Discuss Fire Department Changes 


by Marat Moore 


More than 250 area citizens, 
firefighters and elected officials 
packed a meeting room at the 
Branchville fire station on August 
18 to hear from candidates for 
Prince George’s County Executive 
about how they would rectify the 
recent loss of paid firefighters 
from three nearby communities. 

Four candidates attended the 
forum and answered a series of 
questions related to the loss of 
paid firefighters on August | from 
Branchville, Cottage City/Colmar 
Manor and Ritchie. The fire sta- 
tions were given barely 24 hours 
notice of the removal, forcing the 
fire companies to reschedule vol- 
unteers — most of whom work 
full-time jobs — to cover critical 
daytime shifts. 

Candidates Rushern Baker ILI, 
Jim Estepp, Major Riddick and 
Audrey Scott spoke at the forum, 
answering a series of questions 
delivered by College Park Mayor 
Stephen Brayman. 

The role of the county execu- 
tive — who makes the budget de- 
cisions that could provide money 
to fund local fire departments — is 
key to reversing the redeploy- 
ment of career firefighters in 
northern Prince George’s County 
to towns with fewer volunteer 
staff. A new county executive will 
be elected on November 5. 

Although Greenbelt has not 
yet lost paid staff, the threat re- 
mains following the county’s con- 
clusion this spring that Greenbelt 
and Berwyn Heights were also 
being considered for reductions. 
City residents will feel the impact 
of the Branchville reduction, since 
that fire station responds to calls 
from Springhill Lake. 

The Saturday afternoon meeting 
had the air of a political rally, with 
candidates’ signs, vans, and T- 
shirts much in evidence. Other T- 
shirts were worn by firefighters 
and auxiliary members and by 
Branchville Fire Chief Mike 
Hughes, whose shirt said, “100 per- 
cent volunteer.” An array of elected 
municipal and state officials were 
in the audience, including 


Greenbelt Councilmembers Thomas 
White and Rodney Roberts. 
A group of about 20 elderly

residents from Attick Towers in 
College Park attended to show 
their concern about the loss of 
emergency medical and fire ser- 
vices. 

“We’re very upset at this loss 
of career firefighters,” said Attick 
Towers resident Ann Grasso. “We 
have a hard enough time getting 
around. Who’s going to help us 
when we need it?” 

Resident Wilma Appenzeller 
added that two separate ambu- 
lance calls had responded to the 
towers just the day before. 

Greenbelt resident Pauline 
Bordas attended to demonstrate 
the importance of career firefight- 
ers to area communities. Her fam- 
ily has a total of 126 years’ vol- 
unteer service in firefighting in 
Greenbelt, including her late hus- 
band Jim’s 48 years, her son 
Barry’s 30 years, and her own 48 
years as an auxiliary member. 
“T’m very upset. We need career 
firefighters on duty in these com- 
munities during the days,” she 
said. “The county is showing no 
dedication to our emergency medi- 
cal and firefighting service.” 

Berwyn Heights residents 
Vince McDonnell and his wife 
Carol sat in the audience with 
their young daughter. “As a 
nurse, I know how valuable am- 
bulance and fire services are,” 
she said. She noted that the 
Berwyn Heights fire station lacks 
a pumper and that their family re- 
lies on the Branchville station. 
“What if my daughter has to call 
911 and there aren’t enough staff 
to get to us quickly?” 

Branchville 

Introducing the candidates, 
Brayman praised the efforts of 
the Branchville volunteers. 

“Volunteers have stepped up 
for 75 years in this fire station,” 
he said. “Now they have had to 
step up for 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week — and that’s why 
we're here today.” 

With three fire companies hit 
so far with the staffing losses 
Brayman said, “We’re wondering 
who’s next?” 

Brayman recalled that in 
March, county fire officials had 
contacted Branchville and other 
local departments to inform them 
that they were considered “not 


essential.” A coalition of city of- 
ficials from Greenbelt, College 
Park, New Carrollton and Berwyn 
Heights — the Four Cities Coali- 
tion — met with county fire offi- 
cials to try to resolve the prob- 
lem, and chief Ron Blackwell told 
city officials that “there was no 
plan, it was just a concept and 
there would be more dialogue,” 
Bray-man recalled. A coalition let- 
ter requesting a meeting with 
current County Executive Wayne 
Curry met with no response. 

Instead, the county simply in- 
formed the fire departments that 
their career firefighters would be 
leaving. As a result, the volunteer 
firefighting staff had to cancel 
days off and lose time with their 
families to provide essential ser- 
vices to their communities. 

Questions 

In the first question posed to 
the candidates, Brayman asked if 
elected, would they restore the 
paid firefighters to the communi- 
ties which have lost them; and if 
so, how soon would local citizens 
see the return of paid firefighters. 

All four candidates stated that 
they would restore the paid 
firefighters if they were elected 
county executive. Baker said he 
“would look at the budget and 
move forward as quickly as pos- 
sible” and would open up dia- 
logue with the communities. 
Estepp, a former county fire 
chief, referred to his 10-point plan 
for public safety and vowed to 
build the county’s fire services 
to the point that it “would be the 
envy of the country.” Riddick 
said he would meet with citizens, 
and with the volunteer and career 
firefighters, whom he described 
as a “tremendous asset.” Scott 
said that her son is a career 
firefighter in the county and that 
recruitment needed to be ad- 
dressed “to ensure all our fire 
Stations are staffed to their full 
complement.” 

Friction? 

Brayman posed the second 
question: How would candidates 
address the friction between ca- 
reer and volunteer firefighters if 
elected? 

In his response, Estepp 
pointed out that the career and 
volunteer firefighters “are inte- 


command.” He added, “They 
have to be given equal treatment 
and to be supported administra- 
tively and in the field.” 

Riddick said that there needed 
to be better communication and a 
commitment to funding all aspects 
of the fire services. Scott re- 
sponded that having career and 
volunteer firefighters is not the 
problem. The problem, she said, 
“is making sure that they get the 
resources and support they need. 
It all comes down to revenues.” 

She and Estepp commented 
that, as county council members, 
they had supported the use of $1 
million to fund the fire services, 
but that County Executive Curry 
had not acted on the council’s 
proposal. 

Baker agreed that “funding 
and respect” are critical, and 
added that “when you call 911, 
you don’t know if you’ll get a 
career or volunteer firefighter and 
it doesn’t matter as long as you 
get the help you need.” 

Tactics 

In the third question, Brayman 
noted that Chief Blackwell did not 
keep his commitment to have fur- 
ther dialogue before any plan was 
implemented and that Curry did 
not meet with the coalition. He 
asked: What do you think of the 
current administration’s tactics, 
and what would you do? 

Riddick replied that staffing 
needed to be taken care of and 
the fire chief should come with 
the country executive to the com- 
munities. Scott said, “Where is 
Chief Blackwell? I don’t see him 
here,” which drew applause. 
“This meeting should not have 
been necessary,” she said. “As 
county executive, I will be in- 
volved. My fire chief would have 
been here.” 

Baker said that he would make 
a commitment to “be involved in 
your daily lives” on this and 
other issues and Estepp pointed 
again to the importance of his 
public safety platform in his cam- 


paign. 


Funding 
Brayman asked next about 
funding — what budget changes 
would candidates make related to 
reallocation of money for fire and 
emergency service? 
Scott responded, “The fire de- 





the career and volunteer areas.’ 
She vowed to seek budget funds 
to restore the paid staff. 

Baker said the county execu- 
tive should be the contact to the 
municipalities on issues involving 
public safety. In addition to full 
staffing, he said, fire departments 
needed money for better equip- 
ment and training. Estepp, refer- 
ring to his public safety platform, 
said that the fire department 
needed to work toward accredita- 
tion, equipment and buildings 
needed to be modernized, and 
the communications system 
needed to be replaced to be 
compatible with surrounding juris- 
dictions. 

Riddick replied that recruitment 
and training needed to be im- 
proved and that the budget 
needed to address both the 
short-term and long-term strate- 
gies with regard to generating 
public safety revenues. 

Comments 

For the final question, 
Brayman asked for general com- 
ments on public safety in the 
county. 

In his response, Baker said, 
“Education and public safety are 
the most important things in this 
county. That’s what will make 
this county grow, because that’s 
why people stay here or decide 
to leave.” 

Estepp said public service is 
“a fundamental core service,” 
and added that “it is the young 
and old who are most in need of 
public safety.” He added that he 
would bring more experience in 
public safety to the job than the 
other candidates. Riddick said 
that he had been closely in- 
volved with public safety issues 
as the county’s former budget di- 
rector and that it would be a top 
priority. 

Scott responded that the two- 
way street between the county 
executive and local communities 
“would be extremely busy” if she 
got the job. 

In closing, Brayman thanked 
the candidates who participated 
and noted that all the candidates 
were invited and given a week’s 
notice — “much longer than the 
county executive gave us” when 
the paid firefighters were rede- 
ployed.
